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AN ACT in relation to public health.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Civil Admnistrative Code of Illinois is

anended by changi ng Section 5-565 as foll ows:

(20 ILCS 5/5-565) (was 20 ILCS 5/6.06)

Sec. 5-565. In the Departnent of Public Health.

(a) The General Assenbly declares it to be the public
policy of this State that all ~citizens of Illinois are
entitled to |l ead healthy lives. Governnmental public health
has a specific responsibility to ensure that a systemis in
place to allow the public health m ssion to be achieved. To
develop a system requires certain core functions to be
performed by governnent. The State Board of Health is to
assume the leadership role in advising the Director in
nmeeting the foll ow ng functions:

(1) Needs assessnent.

(2) Statewi de health objectives

(3) Policy devel opnent.

(4) Assurance of access to necessary services.

There shall be a State Board of Health conposed of 17
persons, all of whom shall be appointed by the Governor, with
the advice and consent of the Senate for those appointed by
t he Governor on and after June 30, 1998, and one of whom
shall be a senior citizen age 60 or over. Five nenbers shal
be physicians licensed to practice nedicine in all its
branches, one representing a nedical school faculty, one who
is board certified in preventive nedicine, and 2 who are
engaged in private practice. One nenber shall be a dentist;
one an environnental health practitioner; one a local public

health adm nistrator; one a | ocal board of health menber; one
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a registered nurse; one a veterinarian; one a public health
academ ci an; one a health care industry representative; and 4
shall be citizens at |arge.

In the appointnment of the first Board of Health nenbers
appointed after Septenber 19, 1991 (the effective date of
Public Act 87-633), the Governor shall appoint 5 nenbers to
serve for terns of 5 years; 5 nmenbers to serve for terns of 2
years; and 5 nenbers to serve for a termof one year. Menbers

appoi nted thereafter shall be appointed for terns of 3 years,

except that when an appointnent is nmade to fill a vacancy,
t he appoi ntnent shall be for the remaining term of the
position vacated. The initial terns for the 2 additional

menbers of the board who are citizens at |arge appointed
under Public Act 90-607 shall be for 3 years each, with these
positions thereafter being filled as wth other nenbers
appointed by the Governor. Al nenbers shall be |egal
residents of the State of Illinois. The duties of the Board
shal |l include, but not be limted to, the foll ow ng:

(1) To advise the Departnent of ways to encourage
public understanding and support of the Departnent's
pr ogr ans.

(2) To evaluate all boards, councils, commttees,
authorities, and bodies advisory to, or an adjunct of,
the Departnent of Public Health or its Director for the
pur pose of recommending to the Director one or nore of
the foll ow ng:

(1) The elimnation of bodies whose activities
are not consistent with goals and objectives of the

Depart nent .

(1i) The consol i dation of bodi es whose

activities enconpass conpati bl e progranmmati c

subj ect s.

(ti1) The restructuring of the relationship

between the various bodies and their integration
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W t hin t he or gani zat i onal structure of t he

Depart nent .

(tv) The establishnment of new bodies deened
essential to the functioning of the Departnent.

(3) To serve as an advisory group to the Director
for public health enmergencies and control of health
hazar ds.

(4) To advise the Director regarding public health
policy, and to make health policy recommendations
regarding priorities to the Gover nor t hr ough t he
Director.

(5 To present public health issues to the Director
and to meke recommendations for the resolution of those
I Ssues.

(6) To recommend studies to delineate public health
pr obl ens.

(7) To make recomrendations to the Governor through
the Director regarding the coordination of State public
health activities with other State and I|ocal public
heal t h agenci es and organi zati ons.

(8) To report on or before February 1 of each year
on the health of the residents of Illinois to the
Governor, the General Assenbly, and the public.

(9) To review the final draft of all proposed
admnistrative rules, other than energency or preenptory
rules and those rules that another advisory body nust
approve or review within a statutorily defined tine
period, of the Departnent after Septenber 19, 1991 (the
effective date of Public Act 87-633). The Board shal
review the proposed rules within 90 days of subm ssion by
the Departnent. The Depart ment shal | t ake into
consideration any comments and recommendations of the
Board regarding the proposed rules prior to subm ssion to

the Secretary of State for initial publication. If the
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Departnent disagrees wth the recomendations of the
Board, it shall submt a witten response outlining the
reasons for not accepting the recomendati ons.

In the case of proposed admnistrative rules or

anendnents to admnistrative rules that add a new vacci ne

requi renent or nmake substantial changes in the | anquage

of t he reliqgi ous or nedical objection exenptions

regardi ng i nmuni zation of children against preventable
communi cabl e diseases designated by the D rector under

the Communicable D sease Prevention Act, after t he

| muni zati on Advi sory Comm ttee has made its
recomendations, the Board shall conduct 3 public
heari ngs, geographical ly di stributed throughout the

State. At the conclusion of the hearings, the State Board
of Health shall i ssue a report, i ncl udi ng its
recommendations, to the Director. The Director shal
take into consideration any coments or recommendations
made by the Board based on these hearings.

(10) To make recomendations to the Governor
through the Director concerning the developnent and
periodi c updating of St at ewi de heal th obj ecti ves
enconpassing, in part, the periodically published federal
health objectives for the nation, which will provide the
basis for the policy devel opnent and assurance roles of
the State Health Departnent, and to make recomendati ons
to the Gover nor t hr ough t he Director regar di ng
| egi sl ation and funding necessary to inplenent the
obj ecti ves.

(11) Upon the request of the CGovernor, to recomrend
to the Governor candidates for Director of Public Health
when vacanci es occur in the position.

(12) To adopt bylaws for the conduct of its own
busi ness, including the authority to establish ad hoc

commttees to address specific public health prograns
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requiring resol ution.

Upon appoi ntnent, the Board shall elect a chairperson
fromanong its nenbers.

Menbers of the Board shall receive conpensation for their
services at the rate of $150 per day, not to exceed $10, 000
per year, as designated by the Director for each day required
for transacting the business of the Board and shall be
rei mbursed for necessary expenses incurred in the performnce
of their duties. The Board shall neet fromtine to tinme at
the call of the Departnent, at the call of the chairperson
or upon the request of 3 of its nenbers, but shall not neet
| ess than 4 tines per year.

(c) An Advisory Board on Necropsy Service to Coroners,
which shall counsel and advise wth the Director on the
adm ni stration of the Autopsy Act. The Advisory Board shal
consist of 11 nenbers, including a senior citizen age 60 or
over, appointed by the Governor, one of whom shall be
designated as chairman by a nmgjority of the nmenbers of the
Board. In the appointnment of the first Board the Governor
shall appoint 3 menbers to serve for terns of 1 year, 3 for
terms of 2 years, and 3 for terms of 3 years. The nenbers
first appointed wunder Public Act 83-1538 shall serve for a
termof 3 years. Al nenbers appointed thereafter shall be
appoi nt ed for terns of 3 years, except that when an
appointment is made to fill a vacancy, the appointnent shal
be for the remaining termof the position vacant. The nenbers
of the Board shall be citizens of the State of Illinois. In
t he appoi ntmrent of nenbers of the Advisory Board the Governor
shal | appoint 3 nenbers who shall be persons Ilicensed to
practice nedicine and surgery in the State of Illinois, at
| east 2 of whom shall have received post-graduate training in
the field of pathology;, 3 nenbers who are duly elected

coroners in this State; and 5 nenbers who shall have interest
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and abilities in the field of forensic nedicine but who shal
be neither persons |licensed to practice any branch of
medicine in this State nor coroners. In the appointnent of
medi cal and coroner nenbers of the Board, the Governor shal
invite nomnations from recognized nedical and coroners
organi zations in this State respectively. Board nenbers,
whi l e serving on business of the Board, shall receive actual
necessary travel and subsistence expenses while so serving
away fromtheir places of residence.

Section 10. The Communi cabl e Di sease Prevention Act is

anended by changi ng Section 2 as foll ows:

(410 ILCS 315/2) (from Ch. 111 1/2, par. 22.12)

Sec. 2. The Departnent of Public Health shall pronul gate
rules and regulations requiring immnization of children
agai nst preventable comunicabl e di seases desi gnated by the
Director. Before any regulation or anendnent thereto is
prescri bed, the Department shall conduct a public hearing
regardi ng such regulation. In addition, before any regul ation

or any anendnent to a regulation that adds a new vaccine

requi renent or makes substantial changes in the | anguage of

the religious or nedical objection exenptions to i nmuni zation

is adopted, and after the | nmunization Advisory Commttee has
made its recommendations, the State Board of Health shal

conduct 3 public hearings, geographically distributed
t hroughout the State, regarding the regulation or anmendnent
to the regqgulation. At the conclusion of the hearings, the
State Board of Health shall issue a report, including its
recommendations, to the Director. The Director shall take
into consideration any coments or reconmendations nade by

the Board based on these hearings. The Departnent may
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prescri be additional rules and regulations for inmunization
of other diseases as vacci nes are devel oped.

The provisions of this Act shall not apply if:

1. The parent or guardian of the child objects thereto
on the grounds that the admnistration of imunizing agents
conflicts with his religious tenets or practices or,

2. A physician enployed by the parent or guardian to
provide care and treatnent to the <child states that the
physi cal condition of t he child is such that the
adm nistration of one or nore of the required immunizing
agents would be detrinental to the health of the child.
